YANGTZE CLOSED 
BY J APAN UNTIL 
CHINA IS BEATEN 


Declare That Protests of 
! Powers Will Not Chang e 
The Order

Reported Trouble 
Pilot Stead radioed about 2:30

Senator Gerald Nye is said to be dissatisfied with the 
application of the neutrality law which, as interpreted by 
President Roosev elt, permits us to ship war m aterials to 
Japan but keeps us from selling 
munitions to Spain’s 
loyalists. As Mr. Roosev elt gazes at the world from the 
decks of his fishing boat, or from Hyde Park, or Warm 
Springs, or ev en the white house which he and Mrs. Roose­ 
v elt often v isit, the president sees a w ar in Spain, But as he 
gazes in the other direction he sees no war in China. 
The object of the neutrality law' was to keep us from 
th** ground from under the 
at 
being dragged into a foreign w ar through insisting upon 
the right to sell goods to belligerents. It was intended to go 
ev en farther than that. It was to keep us from becoming so 
tied up economically with one side or the other 
that we 
could not afford to see that side lose. 
In the ease of Spain it will be of no benefit to humanity 
if either side wins. An important section of our people does 
not care to see the communists win in Spain, and another 
important section does not wish to see a fascist v ictory. A 
third group does not wish to see either side win. We hav e 
no direct interest. Only an academic one. 
In regard to the Sino-Japanese war, which has escaped 
notice of Mr. Roosev elt, practically ev erybody sides with 
the Chinese underdog. Most of us hav e no long-range v iew 
o f the w ar’s possible consequences. As o f today we sym pa­ 
thize with the Chinese simply because they are being picked 
on. In our hearts we are unneutral in fav or of China. Offi­ 
cially we are helping Japan. We are not selling goods to 
China in important amounts, but we are doing a land-office 
business with Japan. We buy and sell im portant quantities. 
W hat we sell helps the Japs to slaughter Chinese women 
and children. W hat we buy helps to finance these purchases. 
Furthermo re, we are helping the Japs to shut us out of the 
o rient. 
T hat comes of enacting a law which giv es discretionary 
power to one man—the president— to act as he sees fit. We 
do not know what Mr. Nye and his friends propose to do 
about it, but we do know that this ought to be a gov ernment 
of laws, not of one man,

His ambitions may be 
limited to central Europe and the Ukraine. Perhaps he has 
no desire to challenge us in this hemisphere.
